Report by Amnesty International 
East Germany Is Said to Hold 
Thousands in Political Jails 


LONDON, Oct. 10 (UPI).—East 
Germany is estimated to have 
Several thousand political prison- 
ers despite denials by the author- 
{ties there, it was reported today 
by Amnesty International, the in- 
dependent organization that re- 
ceived the Nobel Peace Prize for 
its international rights campaign. 

“Amnesty International estl- 
mates that there are several 
thousand political prisoners in 
the German Democratic Republic 
(GDR), a high proportion of 
them serving prison sentences of 
‘between one and three years for 
trying to leave the country with 
out permision, although the GDR 
authorities deny there is political 
imprisonment in the GDR,” the 
London-based organization said in 
8 12-page briefing paper. 

About 1,300 men and women 
prisoners nave been released by 
the Bast German authorities and 
expelled to West Germany in re- 
turn for the delivery of scarce 
goods to East Germany, it sald. 

“AT does not promote this ‘buy- 
ing-out’ scheme or any other form 
of ‘exchange’ or ‘buying out’ of 
political prisoners,” the document 
sald.

NAIROBI, Oct. 10 (UPI).— 
Somali-backed insurgents claimed 
today that they have reached the 
outskirts of the largest Ethiopian 
city north of the disputed Ogaden 
territory. 

Mogadishu radio, monitored in 
Nairobl. reported that 800 Ethio- 
pian soldiers were killed in heavy 
fighting last week ear Dire 
Dawa, an industrial center and 
Strategic rallhead. 

The radio quoted the insurgent 
Newspaper Danab as saying that 
500 Ethiopian troops were killed 
at the town of Hamareysa, three 
miles from Dire Dawa. A large 
quantity of arms and ammunition 
was said to have been captured 
by the Somalis. 

The radio said that 300 Ethio- 
plans, mostly lightly equipped 
militia. were killed in ἃ battle at 
the village of Kadar Addev, which 
Nes on the road from Dire Dawa 
to Harar, an ancient walled city 
in the hills to the southeast. Two 
U.S. supplied Ethiopian FSA 
fighter planes were shot down 
during the battle. the radio said.

In testimony before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, the 
three agreed thet the canal will 
continue to be of vital importance 
to the defense of the United 
States. But they differed sharply 
about whether U.S. military needs 
will be aided or injured by trans- 
ferring eventual control over the 


that continued U.S. ownership is 
“synonymous” with effective con- 
trol of the canal and the ability 
to move warships quickly be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans. Ν 

Soviet Presence 

Charging that the Panamanian 
government, headed by Gen. 
Omsr Torrijos, is openly leftist 
in its sympathies, Adm, Moorer 
warned: "Go not be surprised, if 
the treaty 15 ratified in its present 
form, ‘to see a Soviet andor a 
Cuban presence quickly estab- 
lished In the country of Panama.” 

‘However, both Gen, Taylor and 
Adm, Zumwalt took the opposite 
tack. They argued that con- 
tinued U.S. control would per- 

te a “colonialist relation- 
ship" that would aggravate leit- 
ist, anti-U.S. sentiment in Latin 
America and make the canal in- 
creasingly vulnerable to sabotage 
and terrorist attacks. 

“There will be a lot of cheers 
in Moscow and Havana," Adm 
Zumwalt sald in reference to 
the possibility of the Senate 
refusing to give the treaties the 
two-thirds margin of 67 votes re- 
quired for ratification. 


‘Good News’ 


Gen, Taylor added: “Turbu- 
lence is always good news to 
Moscow—so are American blund- 
ers. Let us hope we do not give 
the Kremlin chiefs the occasion 
to rejoice which our rejection of 
these treaties would undoubtedly 
afford.” 

Basically, the position taken 
by Gen. Taylor and Adm. Zum- 
walt was that, while there are 
potential risks involved in elther 
course, the greatest dangers to 
future canal operation woukl be 
terrorist in nature. These dan- 
gers, they asserted, can be best 
comhated if the government of 
Panama feels it hea ἃ stake in 
keeping the canal open. 

As Adm. Zumwalt put it, “The 
cooperation of a favorably dls- 
Posed government in Panama is 
needed to provide a reasonable 
Prospect of defending the canal 
from an internal threat.” 

An area in which the three 
took differing positions involved 
the apparent contradictions that 
have arisen in official U.S, and 
Panamanian interpretations of 
key defense provisions in the 
treaties. 


Priority Passage 

‘The Carter administration con- 
tends that, after Panama takes 
control in the year 2000, the trea- 
ties give the United States per- 
manent future rights to intervene 
Militarily against threats to the 
canal and rights to priority pas- 
sage for U.S. ships in time of war. 

However, these U.S. contentions 
have been disputed by some of- 
ficials of the Torrijos government, 
which is attempting to counter 
charges by domestic opponents 
that Panama made too many con- 
cessions. Several U.S. senators 
have warned that the treaties 
have little chance of approval 
unless these contradictions are 
resolved. 

Adm. Moorer pointed to the 
differing interpretations as proof 
that the United States cannot 
rely on the treaty to 
safeguard 115 rights. He said: “T 
submit that ownership and con- 
trol on one hand, and priority 
passage and defense on the other, 
are synonymous.” 

Adm. Zumwalt said his support 
of the treaties was being made 
on condition that these disputed 
points are clarified satisfactorily. 
But, Adm. Zumwalt added, he 
recognized that it would be po- 
litieally difficult for the Panama- 
nian government to 
publicly a U.S. right of inter- 
vention.

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MXing Up SALT 


While President Carter has been working 
toward a new agreement with Moscow to 
limit strategic missiles, the Alr Force has 
been burrowing away in the Pentagon with 
plans for 8 new giant and mobile missile. 
If it should ever see daylight, it will pro- 
foundly change American strategic policy 
and increase the risk that a diplomatic crisis 
might escalate to nuclear war. 

The subterranean image is appropriate. 
Each huge “MX” (meaning “missile, exper— 
imental”) and its launching crew would trav- 
el through a concrete tunnel a dozen miles 
or so In-length. It would, when launched, 
burst through the surface at same surprise 
spot along the tunnel. 

MX ts'a response to two possible threats 
and an alleged need. One threat is to our 
present force of land-based missiles (ICBMs). 
In some rather implausible scenarios, which 
assume a perfectly executed massive Soviet 
attack, they might all be destroyed in their 
underground silos. The second threat is to 
the Alr Force's job—and jobs. One way to 
respond ‘to the increasing vulnerability of 
our present ICBM force would be to Place 
a larger |proportion of missiles on virtually 
invulnerable submarines. But given Carter's 
decision not to build the Bl bomber, de- 
emphasizing the land-based missile force 
would ledve the Air Force with no new major 
strategic! weapons system—a real threat to 
any military bureaucracy. 

The alleged need as defined by the Air 
Force is for a very large missile capable of 
destroying Soviet land-based missiles In thelr 
fortified silos. Since the Russians rely more 
heavily gn large land-based missiles—they 
represent some 70 per cent of Soviet strategic 
power compared with only 25 per cent for 
the United States—MX would amount to a 
first-strike weapon: A force of 300 MXs 
could destroy the entire Soviet land-based 
foree in half an hoor. 

Imagine a moment of escalating tension: 
Moscow would face the dilemma of either 


Mring first or risking the destruction of its 
missiles in the ground. The Air Force con- 
tends it needs such threatening missiles to 
match those the Soviet Union is now deploy- 
ing. But so long as the bulk of American 
weapons is invulnerable to a first strike, no 
national Soviet leader would attempt it. So 
there Js no reasonable case for a new family 
of heavy American missiles [ke the proposed 
MX. That leaves the question of whether to 
deploy smaller missiles in mobile form, at 
much less cost. 

The political puzzle is how the hugely ex- 
pensive MX. each costing about $100 million, 
has got so far. Last year the Senate Armed 
Services Committee—a body hardly unsym- 
pathetic to military requests—asked the 
secretary of defense for a full study of the 
future of the land-missile force and its role 
in American strategic policy. The committee 
stipulated that the conclusions “should rep- 
resent presidential policy.” The study has 
not been made. 

Tt is clear, however, that it is not Carter's 
policy—as it was not his predecessors'—to 
pose a first-strike threat to Soviet nuclear 
forces. Moreover, the President hopes that 
arms control agreements will ban all mobile 
missiles, for once deployed they could not 
easily be counted and limited. 

Last week it became known that Secretary 
of Defense Harold Brown had tentatively rec- 
ommended “full-scale” development funds 
for MX. His spokesman denied that the rec- 
ommendation was merely a “bargaining 
chip" to be traded away in the present 
SALT negotiations. Even if it is, the Pres- 
ident should reject the idea. Today's bar- 
gaining chips have a disturbing tendency ta 
become tomorrow's arms control problems, 
The last “chip” was the Cruise missile, now 
causing serious difficulties for arms control. 
Once again, technology seems to be driving 
policy—and driving it in the wrong direction.

How U.S. Retirement Should Work 


The graying of the United States has 
transformed politics and it is about to trans- 
furm the nation’s retirement policy. Last 
month. with uncommon speed and near- 
unanimity, the House voted to lift the man- 
datory retirement age from 65 to 70 and to 
eliminate mandatory retirement altogether 
for employees of the federal government. 

The Senate is now pondering the same 
measure,’ but its bill would still permit the 
mandatory retirement at 65 of teachers and 
high-paid executives to meet the fears of 
schools and corporations that younger talent 
would be denied employment and advance- 
ment. Many businessmen remain opposed to 
the legisiption because of the uncertain con- 
sequence§$ for pension arrangements and per- 
sonnel policies Unions are opposed because 
they fear higher unemployment among 
younger workers. The administration, also 
worrled about unemployment, is lukewarm. 

Some df the concern arises from the con- 
fusion of two distinct policy issues in one 
bill. To eliminate all age limits on work 1s 
one question: to raise the age for mandatory 
retiremerit to 70 is another.

The opposition to any age limit on work 

fs, clearly, appealing in principle. The courts 
and Congress have established that the right 
to a Job should be determined only by abil- 
ity and not by color or sex—until a person 
turns 65 ; Now the idea ts dawning that this 
ts both arbitrary and discriminatory. In a 
recent pdll, 88 per cent of those questioned 
agreed that “nobody should be forced to 
retire be¢ause of age If he or she wants to 
continue working and ts still able to do a 
good job.” That well explains the political 
momentum behind the demands for change, 
not only {n Congress but in many states and 
inside many businesses. If Congress fails to 
address the situation. the courts probably 
will. : 
Poignant arguments accompany the de- 
mand. Many people feel no automatic loss of 
ability oricapacity at age 65. That age crept 
into social custom and law because Bismarck 
used it for a public retirement program in 
Germany! in the late 19th century—when life 
expectan¢y was much shorter than today. 
The age was borrowed by Social Security in 
the 1930s'and it is common today in pension 
and retirement plans. Incalculable human 
talent—and spirit—has been wasted as able 
workers have been forced into premature 
idleness. ' Now that most people live well 
beyond 65. while the value of their pensions 
declines idramatically with inflation, the 
problem has been greatly compounded. 

But the attractive principle of judging 
every worker individually must not be hastily 
enacted, for two reasons. First, it would un- 
settle existing work arrangements throughout 
the country in wholly unpredictable ways. 
No one éan be sure of the financial and 
social cofts. Second, the principle has a 


disruptive corollary: If workers are to be 
Judged individually on merit at retirement 
time, they will inevitably come to be judged 
more severely throughout their careers, per- 
haps losing the virtual tenure and job secu- 
rity that have been acquired over recent de- 
cades—and not just on campuses. 

Employers typically give workers a test run 
on ἃ job for a relatively few years, or even 
months. After that, firings are rare even 
where competence and productivity are in 
doubt. In part, this tenure tradition persists 
because employers can count on a terminal 
date for the retirement of inferior workers. 
If workers come to be judged on merit and 
productivity in later life, they will face less 
lenient judgment in earlier life as well. 

In light of these competing rights, it would 
be irresponsible to legislate a principle before 
the consequences are understood. Fortu- 
nately, a major experiment is at hand. 
California has recently abolished all manda- 
tory retirement. Congress should await the 
results before imposing the experiment on 
the entire nation or the federal government. 

Extending the productive work years to age 
70 would be just as arbitrary as the past 
fascination with 65. But given the changes 
in life expectancy and the social value of 
moving toward a system that weighs indi- 
vidual merit and capacity, it is an attrac- 
tive proposition. 

No one really knows how many workers 
would claim the extension: the trend in 
recent years has been toward earlier retire- 
ment, not later. What people seem to want 
most, and deserve, is greater choice. The 
Savings that business firms might make on 
pension funds from later retirements could 
pethaps be invested in incentives for the 
earlier retirement of workers who lose thelr 
effectiveness. In no event should the fegal 
opportunity to work until 70 diminish work- 
ers’ financial opportunity to retire sooner. 
That would be pedaling backward in the 
name of progress. Congress needs time and 
care to weigh this factar.

Congress should also give employers with 
union contracts at least two years, as pro- 
posed, to examine the consequences of ἃ 
change and to renegotiate retirement fea- 
tures. The secretary of labor. with particular 
responsibiiity for reducing unemployment, 
should retain the power he now has to au- 
thorize earlier mandatory retirement wher- 
ever the national standard causes social 
hardship ... 

Recognizing the merits of a move away 
from mandatory retirement at 65—or, indeed. 
any automatic age—we urge Congress to ac- 
cept the principle and to place the country 
on notice of a change to 70. At least a year 
for planning the transition, however, is es- 
sential: two years are probably desirable. 
The avatiable experience could then be ab- 
sorbed and incorporated into the law.

To some people who were 
making up their minds about 
Jimmy Carter, that answer meant 
a good deal. It indicated that 
he was a man of compassion, and 
@ man who understood himself 
well enough to learn. He held to 
the position through the cam- 
Paign. 

This past weekend President 
Carter signed into law a bill that 
strips much of the compassion 
from one part of the program he 
put into effect, as promised. his 
first week in office, The law
